TREATIES ARE IGN ORED. 


Transfer of Sovereignty in Man- 
churia May Not Be Permitted; 


Germany and France to 
Take No Action. 


[BY CAB’.E TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, April 25, 3 a. m.—A forcible joint 
protest is contemplated on the part of Great 
Britain, the United States, and Japan against 
the Russian demands on China in the matter 
of the sovereignty of Manchuria. 

Sir Ernest Satow, British minister to China, 
in a dispatch to the foreign office, confirmed 
the synopsis of the note addressed to China 
by M. .Plancon, Russian chargé d'affaires 
at Pekin. Further official advices regard- 
ing the intentions of the Chinese government 
and explanations from St. Petersburg are 
awaited anxiously. 

In the meantime the British government is 
not taking active measures, although For- 
eign Secretary Lansdowne intends to cir- 
culate pourparlers looking to joint action 
from Washington, London, and Tokio, pro-

All Agreements Are Broken. | 
It is stated at the foreign office that if the 
Chinese government correctly > represents 
Russia’s claims, these claims constitute an

maximum to secure a compromise.

Germany Will N ot Interfere. 

At the German embassy here it was pointed 
out that count von Biilow, the German im- 
perial chancellor, had expressly excepted 
Manchuria from the British-German Chinese 
agreement. Count Bernstorff, first secretary 
of the German embassy, said: 

** While Germany is a friend ahd supporter 
of the open door, our interests in Manchuria 
are scarcely sufficiently important to justify 
our interference.”’

United States to Protest. 
Washington, D. C., April 24.—[Special. ]— 
Vigorous protests will be made by the United 
States against the action of Russia in de- 
manding of China the cession of sovereignty 
over Manchuria. Russia is in the attitude 
before the world of violating its selemn 
and repeated pledge to acquire no Chinese 
territory, according to the administration 
officials. 

President Roosevelt has been advised of 
the action of Russia and Secretary Hay will, 
under the instructions of the president, call 
the attention of Russia to its pledge, given 
three times, to do nothing whatever looking 
to diminishing the territory of China. 

During the uprising in China when the le- 
gations of the civilized nations were besieged 
Russia placed troops in Manchuria for the 
purpose of preserving order. Every Euro- 
pean nation was suspicious that the other 
would demand and receive territory as in- 
demnity for the boxer outrages. But for the 
strong stand the United States took China 
would now be dismembered. It is a matter 
of history that Russia was regarded with 
grave suspicion, not withstanding its repeated 
assurances that it had no intention of ac- 
quiring Manchuria or any other Chinese ter- 
ritory. 

Three Pledges Made by Russia. 

Russia pledged itself three times formally 
and documents are on file in the st&te de- 
partment that the open door should be main- 
tained in China and that the Russian troops 
would be withdrawn as soon as peace was 
restored. The latter promise finally took 
the form of a treaty of stipulation. It pro- 
vided that the evacuation should take place 
within three distinct periods.

HOTEL OF 


LICE ARE ON GUARD. 


Trouble Settles Down Over the Oak- 
land When a Gas Engine Is Fed on 
Junk, and Then Follows a Strike in 
Which Even the Night Clerk Joins— 
Places Are Filled, but Struggle Con- 
tinues—Proprietor and Son Run Ma- 

chinery—Cook Remains Loyal. 


Picketed bp union cooks and engineers and 
guarded by five policemen the Oakland hotel, 
Cottage Grove avenue and Oakwood boule- 
vard, is in a state of siege. 

Joshua Hutchinsén, proprietor of the hotel, 
is holding the fort, and the combined forces 


} of the local branches of the International 


Union of Steam Engineers and the cooks’ 
union are attacking it. So far Mr. Hutch- 
inson, supported by his head cook, Peter 
Christianson, seems to be far from surrender, 
| but Christianson, as the price of his loyalty, 
is expecting to be expelled from the union on 
Monday. 

The trouble began some time ago when 
Mr. Hutchinson installed a gas engine to 
furnish power to operate the elevators in 
the hotel. Fred Hastings, the chief engineer, 
is said to have resented the change from 
steam to gas, and to have secretly organized 
the employés of the hotel. 


Junk Fed to the E 

In the few days that followed the things 
that happened to the gas engine were har- 
rowing to Mr. Hutchinson. Once it refused 
to work and an expert was called to diagnose 
its allment. Result: several pounds of junk 
and a coil of rope were found inside the 
cylinder. 

Succeeding days brought more ‘junk and 
more rope, and finally Hastings was dis- 
charged. Then came a strike that included 


'the second cook, two dish washers, six 


waitresses, and even the night clerk. 

Mr. Hutchinson hired more help and then 
the fight began in earnest. But assoon as an 
engineer was secured he would be induced 
to leave, and after three of them had gone 
this way Mr. Hutchinson and his 15 year old 
son undertook to operate the machinery 
themselves. 

So well did they succeed that the unions 
began waging’the fight with renewed vigor. 


Cook Defies His Union. 

Christianson, the cook, who had remained 
loyal, was approached by H. E. Fischer and 
J. W. Scott, business agents of the cooks’ 
union, and was told that a strike existed in 
the hotel. Come out,” they but 
Christianson refused to budge, 

The union representatives then ae 
the coal teamsters, the laundry drivers, and 
the ice men, and demanded that they deliver 
no goods to the Oakland hotel. These men 
in turn referred the matter to the heads of 


they had nothing to do with the strike. 

‘The union, however, scored a temporary 
victory, when David Rosenheim, a grocer at 
86 Thirty-ninth street, was induced not to 
deliver supplies to the hotel. This was on 
Saturday, Rosenheim’s busy day, and he had 
no time to investigate the matter. Hutchin- 
son and his porter carried supplies to the 
hotel, and later the grocery Grivers resumed 
their deliveries, 


Yesterday the union pickets became #0 In- 
sistent.in their efforts to further annoy the 
hotel managément that Mr. Hutchinson ap- 
pealed to Inspector Hunt for protection, and 
Policemen Norris, Adams, Leonard, Roe- 
buck, and Stokes were sent. 

Threats of violence are charged by Chris- 
tianson, who last evening said: 

‘“‘They’re trying to terrorize us, but have 
failed. Why, my helpers have been told that 
Gf they don’t quit they would have their 
*‘ block knocked off.’ I want to be loyal tothe 
union, but I also want to do what is right, 
and in this case I think the union is wrong. 
We are getting on all right now, and I intend 
to say by the boss, even if they throw me eat 
of the union.” 


FIRE IN A SKATING RINK 
BRINGS INJURY TO ASCORE. 


Electric Light Wire Ignites Woodwork 
in Hall at Peoria, Ill., and Panic of 
Five Hundred Persons Follows. 


Peoria, Ill., April 24.—[Special.]—Five 
thousand people were thrown into a panic 
at the skating rink in the old tabernacle at 
10 o’clock tonight by an alarm of fire, and 
upwards of two dozen were injured in the 
rush to get out of the building.

Springfield, April 25, 2 a. m.—{Speciak] 
—Speaker Miller has “ four flushed.” The 
bribery investigation committee, after nearly 
an all night session, adjourned.at 1:30 o’ clock 
this (Saturday) morning. Speaker Miller 
was on the stand for three hours. His testi- 
mony was 80 vague and unsatisfactory, his 
memory was so bad, and his facts so few 
and far between, that the committee decided 
to stop the inquiry. It will report to the 
house when it reassembles on Monday even= 
ing that as the speaker has failed to “ make 
good’ his charges the inquiry is barren of 
results and a failure. Further instructions 
will be asked. 


Refuses to Give Names. 

During all of the examination Speakér 
Miller refused to mention the names of any- 
body who had attempted to bribe him. He 
simply “stood pat” on his original state 
ment that the attempt had been made, but 
would furnish no evidence which would help 
the committee in its investigation. 

The best Miller could do to make good was 
to insist that he had been approached, bus 
that he had no personal acquaintance with 
the persons who so appreached him and gave 
him the assurance that he could make money’ 
by granting a roll call. 


Two Unnamed Men See Him. | 

He was sure that some time ago two men

along this line; that apparently they were

SENATE- MAKES FUN OF HOUSE. 


ture Give an Imitation of the 
Roll Call Row. 


Springfield, Ill., April 24.—The senate be- 
gan its session this morning with a farcical 
repetition of the stormy proceedings enacted 
in the house yesterday. The roll call fever 
struck the body during the consideration of 
the civil service bill. 

Numerous parliamentary questions had 

een passed upon by President pro tem. Mc- 
Kenzie, and it was upon an amendment 
adding a referendum section requiring a ma- 
jority of the votes cast on the proposition to 
make it effective—offered by Senator Burnett 
—that the upper branch of the general assem- 
bly became thoroughly inoculated with the 
“roll call" spirit. In proportion to mem- 
bership, the tumult which prevailed in the 
senate was greater than that of the house 
yesterday, when municipal ownership was 
under consideration. 

The members pounded upon the tops of their 
desks, shouted ‘roll call” in unison, and 
added to the confusion by using improvised 
megaphones made from newspapers. 

After the senators had clearly demonstrat- 
ed in a friendly, nonpartisan exhibition that 
they could not be outclassed by the lower 
house, *‘Gentlemen, you shall have a roll 
call," said President pro tem. McKenzie. 
“I want it clearly understood that I have 
no interest in this bill.’’ 

“Has anybody seen you?’ came a voice 
from the floor. ; 

“All that I have to say,” said the presi- 
dent, *‘ is that I hope some senator will have 
the courage to move to strike out the enact- 
ing clause of the bill if this amendment pre- 
vails.”" The amendment prevailed and the 
bill was made a special order on third read- 
ing next Tuesday.. 

The above action was taken after the bill 
had been recalled to second reading by motion 
of Senator Burnett. a 

After some little wrangling Senator Park- 
er’s bill giving city councils power to regu- 
late billboard advertising was passed. The 
bill failed to pass yesterday, but the vote on 
its passage was reconsidered later in the 
proceedings and the bill was amended so that 
it does not now apply to cities having a popu- 
lation less than 25,000. ¥ 
| In anticipation of sine die adjournment next 
Wednesday the senate today cleared its cal- 
endar of all senate appropriation bills and 
other seriate measures on which genera! in- 
terest centered. Among the bills passed were 
the following:

OPPOSE A WHITEWASH. 


Full Investigation Into Charges 
by Speaker Now. As- 
 gured—Work of Day. 


Springfielé, T1l., April 24.—[Special.]—The 
anti-Miller men controlled the house today. 
They absolutely decided everything that was 
done. They refused to accept Speaker Mil- 
ler’s bribery investigating committee and 
added six men from their own ranks to it, 
thus taking control of the investigation. 

There was a strong feeling among the anti- 
Miller people that there was a possibility of 
a whitewash, and steps were taken to in- 
crease the committee in such a manner as to 
have the speaker's appointees in a minority. 

The Miller men fought hard to retain the 
committee as otiginally appointed, but were 
outvoted, and the report of the committee 
was made a special order for next Tuesday 
morning. . 

‘A subpeena issued for George W. Hinman 
of Chicago was made returnable at the same 
time. It is the intention of the house to in- 
terrogate him regarding the facts upon 
which an editorial in the Inter-Ocean of Chi- 
cago alleging bribery in connection with the 
Mueller bill was based. 

Before the convening of the house this 
morning an agreement had been made be- 
tween the steering committee of the “ ninety- 
seven" and the regular steering committee 
of the house to the effect that the question of 
approval of the journal of yesterday should 
be postponed until the next legislative ses- 
sion. A motion to this effect was carried 
without opposition. 

Mr. Lindly then attempted to call up the 
motion to reconsider the vote by which the 
amendments to house bill 864 (the Lindly 
municipal ownership bill) were adopted yes- 
terday, but at the request of two or three of 
the anti-Miller men he withdrew his motion 
until later in the day. 

Fight on World’s Fair Junket. 

Mr. Curtis then called up a number of 
house appropriation bills on second reading. 
and a fight was at once started on the bill 
appropriating $12,000 for the purpose of 
transporting Illinois troops to and from St. 
Louis for the ceremonies of the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition in 1908-1904. 

Mr. Sherman moved to strike out the en- 
acting clause of the bill. Mr. Kerrick, chair- 
man of the committee on military affairs, de- 
fended the bill, saying that it was necessary 
for this state to be properly represented, not 
only at the dedication of the world’s fair 
but on a certain day during the fair in 1904. 
The appropriation, he said, was to pay for 
transportation, all of the other expenses 
being defrayed by the world’s fair commis- 
sion. 

“St. Louis,” said he, “is just across the 
river from the state of Illinois, and we are 
closely allied, not only to the interests of the 
state of Missouri but the world’s fair, and 
Illinois should be properly represented.”’ 

In reply to a question by Mr. Sherman, 
Mr. Kerrick said that it would be necessary 
to take one regiment to St. Louis twice. 

Mr. Chiperfield said that it was proposed 
to take a regiment of infantry, a troop of 
cavalry, a battery, and about 180 men of the 
naval militia, making 1,000 or 1,200 men. 


Sherman Denounces Show. | 

Mr. Sherman said that the state had al- 
ready appropriated a large sum of money 
for the state militia. ‘‘ There has been a 
liberality shown,"’ d he, “‘ that is remark- 
able in its latitude. I think I am in bounds 
when I say that at least $1,000,000 has been 
appropriated either directly or indirectly for 
the Illinois {national guard and the naval 
reserve._This million comes from the tax 
levies Jof this state. In addition to this 
¢12,000 there is an appropriation of $250,000 
to prepare an exhibit for the state of Iili- 
nois. Now we are asked to appropriate 
$12,000 for another exhibit—an exhibit of a 
portion of the Illinois militia. Now, I be- 
lieve this sum ought not to be appropriated. 
It is immaterial what other states do. Iili- 


-nois has already made an extremely liberal 


provision for the exposition.”’

Kerrick Speaks in Defense. 


‘Mr. Kerrick said that the state of Illinois 
should have a proper regard for its dignity 
on the occasion mentioned. - ‘* These soldier 
boys,’’ said he, ‘ give their time and they 
leave their work and sacrifice more than any 
other body of men in Illinois. There is no 
goldfish, or express on cows, or anything of 
that character in this bill. It is only a ques- 
tion whether the state of Illinois wants to 
treat the stae of Missouri! in a proper and 
dignified manner.”’ 

Mr. Darrow declared that it was time to 
call a halt on this class of legislation. ‘‘ You 
are proposing,’’ said he, ‘*‘ to furnish a junket- 
ing expedition for men who wear uniforms 
and epaulets on their shoulders and call 
themselves soldiers. I believe that this great 
world’s fair should not be used for exploit- 
ing policemen, or cannon, or sabers, but 
that it should be used to teach @ lesson in 
the arts of peace instead of war.

The motion to table the motion to strike out 
the enacting clause was carried on a stand- 
ing vote, yeas 69, nays 43. The bill was then 
ordered to third reading. 

Traction Bill Taken Up. 

At 10:45 Mr. Lindly moved to reconsider the 
vote by which the amendments to house bill 
864 (the Lindly bill) were adopted, and by 
unanimous consent this motion was made to 
ijinciude ail of the amendments. The mo- 
tion to reconsider was carried on a viva voce 
vote, without opposition. | 

The first amendment was then read. This 
was the amendment stfiking out the clause 
which limited leases by a municipality to 
corporations organized under the corpora- 
tion act of 1872, and inserting the words “‘ the 
laws of this state,’’ thus making the act ap- 
ply to street railway corporations organized 
under special charters. Mr. Lindly then pro- 
ceeded to address the house at length on the 
bill and on the municipal ownership question. 

‘This question of traction iegisiation,’’ 
said he, “is an important question. The 
question of municipal ownership is an im- 
portant question as I have said before, and 
as everybody in this house thoroughly be- 
lieves. 


Tries to Speak for Chicago. 


“I do not concede for a moment that all 
the citizens of Chicago are in favor of mu- 
nicipal ownership, but under the conditions 
that have existed in Chicago it seems that 
the plea has been that they could not settle 
the traction question unless an enabling act 
was passed to do what many think they 
already have the right to do. i 

“They came down here before the com- 
mittee. A fair and impartial hearing was 
had. Every man who appeared before this 
committee and before this house declared 
in unmistakable language that there is no 
immediate prospect and no immediate pos- 
sibility of municipal ownership in Chicago, 
but thef demand an enabling act that would 
enable them to make a favorable contract 


“Your committee went to work with the 


sole purpose in view of giving Chicago prop- 
er enabling legislation. It has been my ef- 
fort, and I have had no other intention in 
connection with this legislation, to give to 
them a bill that fs within the bounds of 
twenty years and to make it impossible to 
get anything beyond that, guarding against 
the possibility of the extension of fran- 
chises beyond the period named.’ 

Mr. Lindly then took up the Mueller bill 
and began an analysis of it section by sec- 
tion. 

Mr. Stewart—I would like to know why 
this speech was not made yesterday when 
this amendment was pending. 

Mr. Lindly—The gentleman is in the posi- 
tion of the man who, when he finds upon 
fair argument that his position probably is 
not tenable, tries to make some insinuation 
against the person making the speech. 

Mr. Pendarvis—Is the Mueller bill pending 
here now? 

Mr. Lindly—It is not pending, but I hope 
the gentleman will bear with me while I 
discuss the amendments to this bill. 

Mr. Pendarvis—Won’t it be time to discuss 
that when we get that bill before the house? 


Lindly Appeals to House. 
Mr. Lindly—I cannot discuss this bili with- 
| out comparing the two together, and I don’t 
doubt that the gentleman will have the cour- 
tesy to extend to me that privilege. [Cries 
of Leave, leave.’’] 

Continuing, Mr. Lindly took up the question 
of the term of the franchise and contended 
‘that under the Mueller bill what amounted 
to a street car franchise was possible. He 
declared that under the Mueller bill the city 
council had a right to fix the transportation 
rates as high as it pleased, for they must b 
high enough to take care of the interest on 
the railway certificates, to provide-operating 
expenses, and provide for a sinking fund. 

“That,” said he, would, make it man- 
datory upon the board of aldermen to fixa 
rate that might be exorbitant and that the 
people cannot afford to pay.”” It would be 
possible, he said, for the council to fix a rate 
which would be operative for forty years 
He objected to the Mueller bill also because it 
permitted the carrying of freight and would 
enable a street railway company to run 
freight trains through the streets of Chi- 
cago. 

Mr. Patterson—You are assuming now that 
the city has bought the street railroads? 

Mr. Lindly—I am assuming here, as you 
ought to assume if you are for this bill, that 
the city will take over the railroads. 

Mr. Patterson—We are supposed to assume 
that the city of Chicago shall have acquired 
the street railways, shall have offered as pur- 
chase money mortgages, and shall then have 
undertaken to operate street railways and 
shall have proven unsuccessful in that time, 

Mr. Lindly—yYes, sir. Do you base your 
argument upon the proposition that it will 
be a success? 

Mr. Patterson—No. 

Mr. Lindly—That ts the whole trouble. 

Mr. Patterson—Let me explain what I 


mean. 
Tries to Stop Lindly. 

At this point Mr. Schlagenhauf rose and

SHES A STRAMLESS AGE 


BION J. ARNOLD HAS NEW HAR- 
NESS FOR ELECTRICITY. 


Perfects a System Which He Believes 
Will Be Adopted by the Railways 
of the World, the Promise Being 
That It Will Effect Big Saving in 
Construction as Well as in Labor— 
Will Make a Test in Lansing, Mich. 

Less Capital Required. 


A new system of electric railway construc- 
tion is to be demonstrated in Lansing, Mich., 
by Bion J. Arnold of Chicago, who left for 
the Michigan capital last night. Mr. Arnold 
has been working on the system for years 
and is confident that in time his ideas will be 
adopted by the steam railways of the world, 
thus doing away with steam as a motive pow- 
en in. land transportation. 
- The testsis to be made on the new Lansing, 
St. Johns and St. Louis (Mich.) road, and, 
according to Mr. Arnold, representatives of 
the Danish government and leading engi- 
neers of the country will be present. 

Mr. Arnold's description of his system is 
technical, but the benefits it Is supposed to 
make possible are more easily understood 
by the unscientific mind. The system is 
known as {pe “ electro-pneumatic ”’ and it is 
promised for it that it will reduce the cost. 
of equipment from 20 to 40 per cent. Sub- 
stations are to be done away with, thus ef- 
fecting a large saving in labor. 


Reduced Cost, Great Power. 

According to Mr. Arnold his system can be 
established on one-half the capital necessary 
under existing conditions, and yet his mech- 
anism ‘‘ will drive anything on earth.’’ 

In brief, the system “ eliminates the pres- 
ent rotary converter substation system "’ and 
operates *‘ by means of a high tension work- 
ing conductor, carrying the current to a 
single phase alternating current motor .by 
means of which the car is driven directly by 
the motor without the use of the direct 
current.” 

Much of the energy which now is diss!- 
pated through the stopping and starting of 
cars will be conserved under the new sys- 
tem, it is said,. because the speed is to be 
controlled by compressed air, and the energy 
otherwise lost is stored and may be used 
later as if the car were equipped with a stor- 


to detach the cars from the maini line, dis- 
connect the conductor, and with the stored 
power do necessary switching without the 
use of energy from the power house. 

Cars may be run ajso through towns and 
cities ori tracks not electrically equipped, the 
working conductor being taken up again 
when the outskirts are reached. | 


ae Means Double Saving. 

In explaining one phase of his system, Mr. 
Arnold said: 

* By virtue of the speed of the motor and 
4ts constant load, either when the car is in| 
motion or when it fs standing still, and the 
motor is compressing air, the variable load 
now customary in electric railway power 
plants is eliminated, and the power station 
works at practically a constant load, thereby 
eliminating a large part of the investment at 
present requisite in power station and line 
construction. 

‘‘ Furthermore, by virtue of the air storage 
feature each car, in the particular apparatus 
I have designed, is capable at any time, when 
the current is on the working conductor, of 
delivering to the car wheel a much greater 
torque in proportion to the capacity of the 
motor than is possible with any electrical 
system known today,” ti :

DEATH CALLED A MURDER 


WOMAN ACCUSED OF. SLAYING 
MAN BELIEVED A SUICIDE. 


Shot with His Own Gun While Eating 
Lunch in the Home of a Neighbor— 
Housekeeper and Her Employer Ar- 
rested Charged with the Crime— 
Much Evidence Found to Upset 
Earlier Theory — Insurance May 
Have Been Motive for the Killing. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., April 24.—[Special.}— 


John London, aged 40 years, who was killed 
by a charge of shot from his own gun on 


was murdered. Two arrests resulted. 

Narfey Jeanette Flood, Fingleton’s house- 
keeper, was placed under arrest this morning 
on the charge of murdering London. Later, 
Fingleton was arrested for alleged com- 
plicity in the murder. 


‘Woman Calls It Suicide. 

Fingleton was in his barn when the tragedy 
took place. He heard the report of the 
gun, and says that Mrs. Flood opened the 
kitchen door a moment later and in an ex- 
cited manner yelled to him that London had 
shot himself. He rushed into the house to 
find London limp over the arm of his chair 
and a half of his head shattered. He and 
Mrs. Flood laid London upon the floor, where 
he expired. 

So sudden was the death of London that 
part of a chicken he was eating at the time 
the shot tore through his head was left un- 
masticated in his mouth. This fact is what 
led to the investigation, and finally to the 
arrest of the woman and Fingleton. 


Insurance May Prove Motive. 

A motive for the- deed is found in the fact 
that Mrs. Flood would have benefited through 
a $1,000 insurance policy on London’s life, 
the existence of which it is believed Lon- 
don never knew, as he had often shown his 
aversion to life insurance of any kind. 
Fingleton says he had ho knowledge of the 
policy. | 

The authorities claim that Mrs. Flood also 
secured a policy on Fingleton’s life of which 
he had no knowledge. Mrs. Flioodisa widow 
of 40 years and good looking. 


ASPHYXIATION OF TWO MEN 
MAY NOT BE ACCIDENT. 


Police Find Peculiar Circumstences in 
Death of Italian Guests of Northwest- 
ern Hotel—Inquest Today. 


The two Italians who. were asphyxiated 
in the Northwestern hotel at 32 Wells street 
Monday night may not have come to their 
death by accident. This is hinted in a state- 
ment made to the police by .A. Baffetti, 77 
Indiana street. 

Baffetti told the police that the correct 
names of the victims were Giacomo Morelli 
and Enrico Tamei, and that they were more 
prominent than at first believed. Morelli | 
was a sculptor of some reputation, Baffetti 
said, and Tamei was an engraver on stone. 
The effects of the dead men have disap- 
peared. : 

The evidence secured by.the police will be 
made public at the coroner’s inquest at 183 
Wells street today. 

Morelli and Tamei, whose names were first 
given as Jacob Marvaldo and Arvico Tomayo, 
arrived in America two weeks ago, and came 
to Chicago on Sunday, and took a room at 
the Northwestern hotel, which is patronized 
almost exclusively by Italians. ; 

The two men were accompanied by a third 
Italian when they were shown to their room 
Monday night. The third man left the room 
later and walked out ef the hotel. A cham- 
‘bermaid, who occupied a room adjoining the 
one in which the two men slept, said that she 
heard them talking for a long time after the 
third man left. The two were found uncon- 
scious the next day, the gas jet being open. 
They died without regaining consciousness,

GOOD FOR JUDGE CARTER. 


The Supreme court holds that the law 


changing the boundaries of the Fourth Su- 
preme court district is not in violation of 
the constitution. The decision is not a par- 
tisan one. The only diesentient is a repub- 
lican, the two democratic judges being of 
the opinion that the law is valid. 

‘The counties composing the old district 
\gave last fall a democratic majority of 

"380. There is more straight voting in the 
country than there is in the city at judicial 
as well as at other elections, and it is quite 
probable that if the boundaries had not been 
changed Judge Carter’s reélection would 
be impossible. There is no reasonable 
doubt of his re@lection now. Two demo- 
cratic counties have been taken ont of the 
district and four republican counties added 
to it. The new district gave last fall a re- 


publican majority of 3,100. There will be 


a light vote, in all probability, but the in- 
fiuence of the lawyers, which is consider- 
able, will be exerted in behalf of Judge 
Carter. When a judge knows the law, has 
had long experience, and is a hard worker, 
the lawyers do not wish to have him Jeave 
the bench, and that is the way the members 
of the bar feel concerning Jadge Carter. 


DEPRIVED OF TELEGRAMS. 

The Western Union Telegraph company 
has closed its Butte (Mont.) office because 
the men employed in the place of striking 
messengers were maltreated by strikers 
and roughs and were unprotected by the 
police. Without entering into the ques- 
tion of the justice of the strike, it is indis- 
putable that the company has a right to 
hire men to deliver telegrams and that the 
boys and their friends have no right to 
molest them. The employés of the company 
are molested and it goes out of business 
so far as Butte is concerned. So long as 
the municipal government of Butte does 
not insure the unmolested delivery of tele- 
grams none will be delivered. | 
Shortly the business of the city will suf- 
fer from the interruption and the business 
men will bestir themselves to protect:the 
company in the discharge of itsduty.

ROYAL romance is recalled to mind 

by the death at the age of nearly 8uU 

of Count Ferdinand Ingenheim, 4 

grandson of King Frederick William 

Il. of Prussia, and a first cousin there- 
fore of the late Emperor William. It is a. 
romance which is well worthy of notice, since 
it sheds a light on certain peculiarities of 
morganatic unions that savor of the times 
of the biblical patriarchs. . 

King Frederick William II. of Prussia was 
the nephew and heir of that Frederick the 
Great whose statue has recently been pre- 
sented by the kaiser to the United States gov-. 
ernment. After losing his first wife, a prin- 
cess of Brunswick, while still heir apparent, 
he contracted a second marriage with Prin- 
cess Louise of Hesse, who, on his accession 
to the ne at the death of Frederick the 
Great, ame therefore queen of Prussia. 

Already during the lifetime of his first 
wife he had formed an intimacy with a bal- 
let dancer of the name of Wilhelmine Encke, 
whom, for the sake of preserving appearances 
after a fashion, he had caused to become 
the wife in name only of his principal valet, 
Reitz, this arrangement permitting her to 
occupy quarters in the royal palace without 
creating too much scandal. 


> 

This woman, Wilhelmine Reitz, who later 
on was created countess of Lichtenau, was a 
most designing and intriguing woman, who 


‘was abhorred not only by the royal family 


but also by the king’s ministers and people, 
and whose name is to this. day execrated. 
His ministers in particular dreaded her evil 
influence on the monarch, and were therefore 
delighted when, a year before he became 
king, he fell violently in love with Countess 
Julia Voss, daughter of the grand cham- 
berlain of the court of Frederick the Great 
and niece of that Countess Voss who was 
grand mistress of the household to the con- 
sort of Frederick William II. 

The young Countess Julia resisted the ad- 
vances of the king, both prior and subse- 
quent to his succession to the crown. But 
so anxious were the royal family, the court, 
and the government to rid the king of the 
nefarious influence of Wilhelmine Reitz that 
every one from the royal princes and prin- 
cesses downward brought pressure to bear 
on the young countess to smile on the mon- 
arch, while all sorts of schemes were de- 
vised for the purpose of facilitating inter- 
views between them and for throwing them 
together. In fact, Countess Julia was given 
to understand that patriotism and loyalty to 
the reigning house required that she should 
te the king from the detested Wilhelmine

As Frederick William Il. was a remarka- 
bly handsome man, possessed of much fas- 


cination, and Countess Julia was no longer |. 


insensible to his admiration, she at length 
consented to yield to his advances, but on 
the following conditions: First. that Queen 
Louise, that is to say, the king’s lawful con- 
sort, should give her sanction in writing; 
secondly, that there should be an ecclesi- 
astical morganatic marriage service; and, . 
thirdly, that the king should break off all re- 
lations with Wilhelmine Reitz, and that the 
latter should leave Berlin. 

Queen Louise gave her written consent, 
which is preserved in the archives of the noble 
house of Voss, declaring that she was glad 
to know that the king’s happiness would be 
in such excellent hands. The left handed 
marriage ceremony took place Dec. 22, 1786, 
in the palace church of Charlottenburg, and 
was performed by Court Chaplain Zollner 
after the latter had received the consent of 
the Lutheran synod, which found a precedent 


in the similar double marriage of Philip the 


Magnanimous, which had been approved of 
by both. Luther and Melanchton. At the 
same time the young countess was created a 
coyntess of Ingenheim in her own right. 
There was no concealment about the mat- 
ter and Europe was treated to the extraordi- 
nary spectacle of a Christian king with two 
wives, both bound to him by sacred ties of the 
church—the one a queen and the other a 
countess—and living together in the most 
perfect friendship. Indeed, the queen made a 
point of always singling out the countess for 


‘special honor and distinction in public, and, | 


at court, insisted that at state banquets she 
should rank immediately next to hersélf, and, 
in fact, demonstrated not only regard but 
warm affection for the young countess. 


This state of affairs, however, which re- 
eall so vividly the relations of the scriptural 
Sarah and Hagar prior to the former’s jeal- 
ousy being aroused, was not destined to last 
long. For a few weeks after presenting the 
king with a son, born on’ Jan. 2, 1789, Coun- 
tess Julia was carried off by galloping con-. 
sumption. Deeply mourned by all, and espe- 
cially by the king, she lies buried in the little 
churchyard of the Voss ancestral estate of 
Buch in the province of Bradenberg. There 
is no name on the monument over her grave, 
an exquisite piece of sculpture, merely a 
Latin inscription, as follows: “ Soror opti- 
ma, amica patrie.”’ 

Her son, who bore the name of Count Gus- 
tave Adolph von Ingenheim, and who was 
held at his christening in the palace of Char- 
lottenburg by his father, King Frederick 
William II., the queen being present at the 
ceremony, died in 1855 as a privy councilor. 
He was therefore a half-brother of King 
Frederick III. of Prussia, and an uncle of old 
Emperor William. 

The count married in 1826 a Countess Eu- 
génie von der Mark, and this union was 
almost as extraordinary in its way as that of 
his mother. For Countess Eugénie was a 
granddaughter of King Frederick William II. 
and of Wilhelmine Reitz, countess of Lich- 
tenau, the rival of Julia Voss, Countess 
Ingenheim, in the affections of the monarch. 
That is to say, Count Gustave Adolph Ihgen- 
heim’s wife was tMe daughter of his half- 
sister, and the only issue of this alliance was 
Count Ferdinand Ingenheim, who has just 
died at Wiesbaden. 


The morganatic marriage of King Fred- 
erick William IL. with Julia Voss, Countess 
von Ingenheim, which is a matter of his- 
torical record, constitutes incontrovertible 
evidence of the fact, often questioned and de- 
nied, that morganatic, that is to say, left- 
handed marriages blessed and sanctioned by 
the church, may exist simultaneously with a 
full fledged marriage—that is to say, that a 
royal personage may have a wife who is his 
equal in rank, and a morganatic wife at one 
and the same time, without laying himself 
open to a charge of bigamy. It is only fair, 
however, to state that neither the Roman 
Catholic nor yet the orthodox church would 
tolerate a double marriage of this kind. The 
only churches that have been found to give 
sanction to them is the Lutheran church. 


It is hardly fair to cite in this connection 
the secret marriage of King George IV. of 
England and Mrs. Fitzherbert, which was 
celeviated on Dec. 21, 1785, George IV. being 
23 years old at the time. For, although the 
marriage was valid ecclesiastically, it was 
not so in the eyes of the English law and con- 
sequently there was no legal impediment, 
though there was an ecclesiastical one, to his 
subsequent marriage during the lifetime of 
Mrs. Fitzherbert to Princess Caroline of 
Briinswick. 

Had the marriage of George and Mrs. Fitz- 
herbert been valid in law, he would have 


forfeited thereby his rights of succession to — 


the throne of England, according to the terms 
of that so-called act of settlement, by virtue 
of which the house of Hanover-Coburg in 
the person of King Edward VIL now occupies 
the throne of Great Britain.

E JINGO DERELICT. 
{From a Staff Correspondent. ] 

Washington, D. C., April 24.—BPhe govern- 
ment is much disturbed by the hews that the 
carcass of the elephant Jingo, which was 
thrown overboard from the Georgic, March 
12, was sighted April 17 in latitude 45:26, 
longitude 36:45. This is in the path of nav- 
igation, and the possibility of a frightful 
marine disaster has produced the greatest 
apprehension. 

Secretary Wilson assured me today that 
the existence of the carcass confirmed his 
theory that sharks will not eat elephants. 
*“ Sharks,” he said, “ will eat anything ex- 
cept elephants. They are the goats of the 
ocean. It is a curious fact, too, that a goat 
will not eatan elephant. Theonly thingthat 
will eat an elephant is a certain tribe of 
ants, which I imported last year from Smyr- 
na. This , oriental scavenger (Formica 
oceanis)is a seagoing ant, and I have recom- 
mended that a fleet of them be dispatched im- 
mediately to chew up the dangerous Jingo 
derclict, which, I calculate, is now in latitude 
44:32, longitude 37:16.”’

Railway Managers Deny Com- 


mission’s Authority to 
Fix Grain Rates. 


WILL KEEP UP TARIFFS. 


Reduction on Flour Likely, but 
Only for Relief of Minne- 
apolis Millers. 


The ruling of the interstate commerce com- 
miseion that the recent advance in the rate 
on grain and grain products is not justified 
wii be ignored by the Chicago-New York 
voads. They take the position that the com- 
mission has nothing to do with rates. For 
years they say the commission has been try- 
ing to get authority from congress to make 
yates, but it has always been denied. 

#The function of the commission,” said an 
santern. traffic manager yesterday, “is to 
decide whether a rate is discriminative, and 
whether lower_rates are given to some ship- 

than to others. Even in such case the 
eommission has to bring suit in the courts to 
gnforce its ruling if the road refuses to obey.” 


Influence of Lake Competition. 

"Peretofore the railroads have been chang- 
fog rates twice a year, the rates during 
he summer, when lake competition has to be 
met, being lower than the rates during the 
winter months when navigation is closed, 
This year no reduction has been made at 
the opening of navigation. 

The explanation for the refusal to lower 
the rates this season is that the railroads 
have not cars enough to handle all the busi- 
hess. This, however, is not borne out by the 


facts. 

While the advance in grain rates during 
the last year, according to the traiff, is not 
great, yet it is a fact that the railroads are 
now getting fully 50 per cent’ more revenue 
out of the business than they did before the 
gourts issued the injunctions against rate 
gutting.

Colorado Springs Mining Notes.

Larger Interests Dispose of Some of 

 WPheir Holdings Parchased at Re- 
cent Low Prices—Bankers Fear Se- 
rious Posstbilities from Crisis in 
Manchuria — Interstate Commerce 
Decison Against Proposed Advarce 
im Rates Not Received Favorably. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 
NEW YORK, April 24.—[Special.]—The dis- 
tinetive features of today’s market were the 
skillfully conducted liquidation by pur- 
chasers, who bought at the low figures of last 
week, and the almost complete indifference to 
the market of the so-called speculative pub- 
lic. There was absolutely no outside interest 
in the day’s dealings, which were made up 
‘wholly of operations by professionals. 

Not unnaturally these eperations were 
gladly taken advantage of by the larger in- 
terests to dispose of some of their holdings, 
for, in the more important banking quarters 
today, in marked cqntrast to the optimistic 
position maintained in speculative circles, 
there was a recognition of the serious possi- 
bilities for this country in the; Manchurian 
crisis, while the interstate commerce com- 
mission’s decision against the{proposed ad- 
vance in freight rates was not regarded in a 
favorable light. 


The day’s total transactions were less than 
400,000 shares, with only twelve issues traded 
in to the extent of 10,000 shares or more 
each. This apathetic condition is said to be 
due largely to the realization by outsiders 
of the fact that if they did come in at this 
time they would but be making a market for 
the interests who now desire to sell. Mr. 
Gates is to sail for Europe May 8, and Keene 
is understood ta be going perhaps even 
earlier, and it is only reasonable to sup- 
pose that both these gentlemen desire to be 
free .of the market previous to their de- 
parture. 


It has been known in the street for some 
time that when Baltimore and Ohio was 
selling around 87 and 88 aefairly large and 
representative pool was formed in the stock 
with the purpose not-of conducting an ex- 
tended campaign but making what is called 
“a quick turn.”’

ANTON BOENER? SET FREE 


SUPREME COURT RELEASES HIM 
ON TECHNICALITY. 


Question of Guilt Under Embezzlement 

Charge Not Considered, Opinion 
Being That Lower Jadge Made Mis- 
take in Releasing Him for Over Two» 
Years on His Personal Recogniz- 
ance—Sentenced, but Never in Peni- 
tentiary—Other Cases Passed On. 


Anton Boenert, sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary three years ago for embezzlement, was 
freed yesterday by the state Supreme court 
without having served a day of his sentence. 
The question of his guilt did not enter. into 
the decision which released him. 

In the opinion Boenert’s lawyers find a 
rebuke to the criminal courts for releasing 
convicted persons on their own recognizance 
and for delaying a case after conviction and 
pending a decision on a petition for new trial. 

In this case the convicted man was at 
liberty on his own recognizance two years 
and a half after being found guilty in Judge 
Brentano’s court. On this point the court 
says: 

are of the opinion that this was an 
unreasonable delay, it being entirely unex- 
plained in the record, and that the court in 
view of all the circumstances lost its juris- 
diction in the case and that the subsequent 
sentence was without judicial authority.”’ 

Boenert was indicted in 1898 charged with 
embezzlement. He had conducted a steam- 
| ship office in Madison street and had been 
arrested charged with obtaining a power of 
attorney to secure money in Germany for 
a client and withholding the money. 

In April, 1900, he was convicted. Attor- 
ney Joseph David asked for a new trial and 
Judge Brentano took the motion under con- 
sideration, allowing the prisoner to ge on 
his own recognizance pending a decision, 
Two years and five months later Boenert 
was taken into Judge Brentano’s court and 
sentenced to the penitentiary. The case 
was then carried to the Supreme court ona 
habeas corpus plea. 


_ Cobb Loses Lake Pier Case. 


In the case of Henry Ives Cobb against 
the commissioners of Lincoln park the de- 
cree of the lower court was affirmed by the 
Supreme court. Cobb, who owned a lot on 
the lake shore, alleged that he had a right 
to erect a pier into the lake to the point of 
mavigability. He applied to the commis- 
sioners for permission and was refused, the 
commissioners claiming title to the sub- 
merged lands, Cobb sued for an injunction, 
but his case was dismissed for want of: 
equity. Then he appealed to the Supreme 
court only to be defeated. 
Employment Agency Lew Dead. 

The court declared unconstitutional the 
free employment. agency act enforced July 
1, 18990. The decision was made In the ap- 
peal of Murray Matthews, who was fined 
in Cook county for violating the section 
of the act requiring each person operating 
an agency to secure a license and to furnish 
$1,000 bond. The court held that section 8 
invalidated the act.. 


Mrs. Mathias Gets Decree. 
In settling the divorce case of Thomas H. 
Mathias against Jennie M. Mathias, the court 


jurisdiction to entertain a bill to review and 
reversed the decree entered in the Circuit 
court. The result is that Mrs. Mathias getsa 
divorce, the custody of their child, and $25. 
monthly alimony. 


Frohman Wins Injunction Suit. 


In the appeal of the Hopkins Amusement 
company against Charles Frohman, the com- 
pany is forever restrained from presenting 
the play, “‘ Sherlock Holmes, Detective,” as 
the Supreme court upheld the Circuit court 
judgment, 


City Loses a $27,000 Suit. 


The judgment of $27,100 given Selz, Schwab 
& Co. in its suit against the city was af- 
firmed. On June 8, 1900, a leak occurred 
in the water pipes in front of the Selz-Schwab 
building, and before the pipe was repaired 
the basement was flooded and the stock 
damaged. 

The court then administered the follow- 
ing rebuke: : 

‘The counsel for the appellant seems 'to 
have overlooked or misapprehended every 
rule of this court relating to the form and 
contents of their brief and arguments. ‘Their 
brief is a compound statement and argu- 
ment on cohtroverted questions of fact bear- 
ing evidence that it was addressed to the 
Appellate court, with what is called a di- 
gest of the evidence printed by question and 


the Superior and Appellate courts, all inter- 
mingled with propositions of law and au- 
thorities. We are not concerned with con- 
troverted questions of fact.” 


Victory for Board of Review. 


The appeal of W. A. Havemeyer & Co, 
was dismissed in the case in which the ap- 
pelilants objected to the decision of the board 
of review assessing sugar and other per- 
sonal property claimed to be the property of 

the American Sugar Refinery company, 


Wins Special Assessment Cases. 


Six out of seven decisions of the court on 
special assessment matters were victories 
for the city, represented by Corporation 
Counsel Walker and Assistant E. B. Tolman. 
They still further restrict the field of litiga- 
tion in special assessments and give more 
finality to the acts of the board of local im- 
provements, 


MUNICIPAL VOTERS’ LEAGUE 
STUDIES CHICAGO CONDITIONS. 


‘Frank H. Scott in Address to the Na- 
tional Convention Tells of Work Ac- 
complished. 


Ann Arbor, Mich,, April 24.—[Special.]—At 
the annual convention of the National Mu- 
nicipal league here Today, Frank H. Scott, 
vice president of the Municipal Voters’ 
league of Chicago, delivered the principal 
address, his subject being ‘‘ The Municipal 
Situation in Chicago.’’ He said ! part: 

‘“‘The Municipal Voters’ league entered the 
field in 1896 with the avowed purpose of en- 
deavoring to secure the election, of aggres- 
sively honest men to the council, and em- 
ployed surprisingly simple meang#to effect its 
aim. The once powerful gang has been com- 
pletely overthrown, but tHret of its fifty- 
eight members remaining in the council, and 
they are wholly discredited and without in- 
fluence. A remarkable fact is that in the 
organization of its committees party affilia-. 
tions have no place. 

“The success of the league is proof of, and 
has been wholly due to, the widespread and 
sincere desire of the citizens for good govern- 
ment. 

‘*There are important elements entering 
Into the present municipal situation in Chi- 
cago. Chief among these is the movement 
to secure an amendment to the constitution 
of the state which shall permit changes in 
the laws relating to local government. It is, 
also proposed to accomplish adequate 
‘changes in the revenue laws and a reform of 
municipal and local minor courts.’’ 

The municipal situation in Detroit, San 
Francisco, and Minneapolis was discussed 
in addresses and papers, after which the 
visitors were entertained at luncheon by 
President Angell of the University of Michi- 
gan.

Morley’s Life of Gladstone Still Needs 
the Finishing Touches and Will Not Be 
Out Until October.

_ LONDON, April 24.—People who have been 
waiting for Morley’s life of William Ewart 
Gladstone have had to exercise not a little 
patience, for Morley has yet to put the finish- 
ing touches to his great work, and it will not 
be out before October. At Montrose the 
other evening, when some comment was 
made in Morley'’s hearing as to his having 
completed his task, he at once smilingly dis- 
sented and confessed that his work was not 
yet finished. 


It is generally recognized that no better . 


choice as a successor to the late Col. Hender- 
son as the official historian of the Boer war 


could have been made than Maj. Gen. Sir , 


John F. Maurice, who, both from a literary 
and military point of view, possesses all the 
requisite qualifications for the task he now 
enters upon. He was the winner of the Wel- 
lington prize essay competition in 1872, a suc- 
cess which was all the more creditable 
against such a formidable competitor as Lord 
Wolseley, who shortly afterwards made the 
prize winner his private secretary. He al- 
ready has written much about the war. Not 
the least important of his many books is the 
monograph on national defenses, contributed 
a few years ago to Macmillan’s English Citi- 
zen series. 


A remarkable library was that collected by 
the “late Dr. John Taylor Brown of Edin- 
burg. For five days this week the library 
has been selling off at Sotheby’s auction 
rooms and has attracted a great deal of in- 
terest. From the day when as a boy of 10 
he appeared yobefore his astonished father 
carrying a mighty tome, the weight of which 
taxed, his;strength, till the time of his death 
he bought according to his fancy, and as the 
general appearance of the books on sale testi- 
fied, they were not merely placed on his 
shelves to be looked at and occasionally ex- 
amined bythe curious, but were read, criti- 
cised, and enjoyed by the possessor and his 
friends. | 

One of the rarities was a copy of the edi- 
tion princeps of Burns’ poems printed at 
Kilmarnock in 1786. It was picked up by 
Dr. Brown thirty years ago for haifa dollar. 
It brought at this sale the record price of 
$2,725, a remarkable contrast to the rebound 
Hibbert copy of the same edition, which last 
year made only $945. 

The other books disposed of, notwithstand- 
jng their quaintness, did not fetch high 
prices. For instance, Southey’s ‘“‘ Joan of 
Arc,”’ dated 1796, with copious notes by 
Coleridge, made only $95. Lord Brooke’s 
works, dated 1633, similarly annotated, only 


$22.50. There were 384 lots in all, which 


fetched a total of only $4,070.

THE LIGHT BEHIND. 
A Well Written but Unsatisfactory 
Novel by Mrs. Wilfrid Ward. 

Mrs. Wilfrid Ward, who is already known 
to novel readers by her book, *‘ One Poor 
Scruple,” has put ferth another, “ The Light 
Behind’ (John Lane). The chief character, 
which reminds one faintly of the other Mrs. 
Ward's Eleanor, is Lady Cheriton, one ofa 
numerous class of Englieh ladies of means 
and position who amuse themselves witha 
salon, or what passes for one, and with get- 
ting departmental, jobs for young men in 
whom they think they see rising statesmen. 

Lady Cheriton is a delicate, sensitive Wom- 
an, who is married to an old husband who 
worse than neglects her.

Lady Cheriton dies to slow music in Italy, 
while the roué husband reads the prayers of 
the-church, which Dacre has just written and 
repeated for her.

The hero and heroife are well drawn 
and so are Biddulph, a crusty but good heart- 
ed M. P., and a misechiefmaker, Horace Col- 
quhoun. by name.

ELIA W. PEATTIE REVIEWS 
DARWIN'S LETTERS: AND 
A LIFE OF MAZZINL. 


N 1887 there was published the “ Life and 

- Letters of Charles Darwin.’’ Now, six- 
teen years later, appears two substantial 

® volumes called “‘ More Letters of Charles 
Darwin.”” It was edited by Francis Dar- 
win and by A. C. Seward, and contains a 


‘mass of letters which have been gathered 


from friends, and which constitute, on the 


-whole, a remarkably consecutive record of 


Darwin's work. 

A curious, brief autobiographical sketch 
precedes the letters and appears to have been 
an attempt on the part of the naturalist to 
establish the facts of his earliest memory. 
Following are two boyish letters, and then 
after a hiatus of half a decade the corre- 
spondence reveals him in the very thick of his 
life work. There follows an extraordinary 
array of letters. They are the work of a 
profoundly concentrated man and of one 
who found no least phenomenon of the phys- 
ical world unworthy of examination. From 
the manner in which two stranger dogs indi- 
cated their distrust of each other, to the 
alleged rejection by flower leaves of cold 
water drops, no demenstration in the plant 
or the animal world finds him an indifferent 
spectator. What is particularly fine is the 
inquiring and studious mind which he ap- 
pears to have been able to sustain until the 
last. Although, when well grounded in a 
conviction, he felt at liberty to hold his 
ground in public and private against such de- 
baters as Lyell, Gray, Owén, and Huxley, 
yet where he felt. his observation to have 
been insufficient he was eager to learn. He 
fairly. pelts his correspondents with inquir- 
ies. Nothing in the created physical world 
is too large or too small to concern him. It 
is amazing to observe to what an extent he 
succeeded in acdquainting. himself with the 
modus operandi of the world. j 

With psychological matters, however, he 
seems to concern ‘himself not at all. He 
confesses that-he detects in himself no im- 
pressions tegarding immortality. He ad- 
duces no religious ideas from his observa- 
tions. In other words, he takes nothing 
for granted. Neither does he appear to con- 
cern himself inany way with questions relat- 
ing to art. Fancy was foreign with him. 
Only accurate ideas, the record of observa- 
tions, questions relating to the formations 
of mountains, the propagation of plants,.or 
the habits of earth wornis satisfied his mind. 
He dismissed useless theological debates 
with grave negligence. ‘‘ The subject has 
no interest-for me,’”’ he would write. 

It is surprising, all things considered, to 


‘find his letters so gracefully and courteously 


written. He had time, apparently, for the 
amenities; and his literary style produces 
the effect of excellence because he always 
has something to say which is of interest to 
him and his correspondent. It isastonishing 
to observe the vivacity of a correspondence 
which in some cases extended over many 
years, and perhaps never or almost never 
had to do with anything human. The fervor 
with which he observed nature’s word and 
his scientific caution in making a deduc- 
tion, may be estimated from the following:

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BRADY’S SHORT STORIES. 
They Are Marred by a Fauit of Tech- 
nique, but Have Human Interest. 

Cyrus Townsend Brady has in ‘“ The 
Bishop ’”’ told a number of siories in which ; 
a vigorous, humorous, essentially human 
bishop figures. They are tales of thé arid 
and desolated .west—the west of the Indian 
haunted plains, fhe west of the arroyo and 
the sage brush, the yucca and the pifion, and 
they have the flavor of the place. Mr. Brady 
lacks delicacy of imagination, and his sto- 
ries are crude, but they are often interesting, 
and the reader usually believes that they 
happened even as Mr. Brady affirms. 

His method is not all that might be desired, 
for he has a way of telling the story in the 
first page and then harking back to explain 
the course of events.. This takes away the 
taste for the tale, and patience has to take 
the place of anticipation. This is a fault— 
quite definitely and unmistakably it is a 
fault—which Mr. Brady ought to correct. 
The short story must rise swiftly to its cli- 
max if it is to deserve the epithet “ artistic.’’ 
Mr. Brady’s fashion of introducing a group 
of men. to make them tell the tale of the man 
who eventually tells the real tale which is 
the excuse for the story is also an error: 
Nothing could be more superfluous. To tell 
the tale at first hand is the true way, unless 
something is to be gained by transmitting 
the story through another person. If the 
pathos, or charm, or jollity of it cam be 
heightened by this means it is permissible. 
Otherwise it is not.

'» T ts a delight when a man who has done 
great things tells in simple words the 
story of hisday. Itis also a delight when 
a man whose own toil has made him 

know the worth of others’ work writes 

generously of their achievements. Mr. John 

W. Foster, ia his “ American Diplomacy in 

the Orient ” (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.), has 

done both delightful things. The modesty 
of his self-effacement does not dim the evi- 
dence of his thorough personal knowledge 
of the later period, while the forgotten 
worthies of an earlier day may well thank 

him for this monument to their memory. . 

The republic is not ungrateful, but it has 
had so many benefactors that not only the 

‘names of its representatives in the orient, 

but even their deeds had been forgotten in 

the midst of nearer interests. For that rea- 

| pon the republic itself, and not Europe only, 

was startled when it suddenly found within 

its keeping the fate of millions of dusky and” 
tawny people beyond the seas. Mr. Foster 
does well to call our attention to the extent 
and character of American dealings with the 
orient hitherto. 

The field of the book is broader than the 
title implies, since before the day of Amer- 
ican diplomacy there were no bonds between 
the far east and the west other than those. 
of-a petty and precarious trade carried on 
under conditions as humiliating as unprofit- 
able. At the time when the American peo- 
ple decided “ to assume among the powers of 
the earth the separate and equal station to 
which ‘the laws of nature and of nature’s 

God entitle them,’’ neither China nor Japan 

had direct relations with any European gov- 

ernment. Trade with China was limited to’ 

the Russian overland traffic, of small im- 

portance then, and to the commerce of one 

port, Canton. Trade with Japan was lim- 


' {ted to two Dutch vessels each year. Corea 


was a hermit nation, Hawaii undiscovered, 
Samoa unknown, the Philippines sleeping 
under Spanish rule. The record of American 
diplomacy covers, then, the years of the 
opening of the east, and: it contains all that 
is most important in those years. It is the 
history of the new east. We are now an 
oriental power. This record is our certifi- 
cate of fitness for that position. 

A great change in the exterior forms or 
relations of government is always a shock. 
But the historian will see in it the working 
of forces not hidden but unrecognized, the 
natural result of events whose actors did not 
know all that they were doing. Since Capt. 
Mahan wrote of Sea Power 
on History ’’ we know more of the causes of 
the rise and fall of past empires than did 
those whose knowledge of the mere facts was 
more minute and vivid. Since Mr. -Foster 
has called our attention to the honorable 
record of American relations with the far 
east we can realize that American empire in 
the Pacific is an end to which we have been 
tending for more than a hundred years. | 

Mr. Foster has had a long and varied diplo- 


| matic career, and is the man best fitted for 


the task he has undertaken. According to 
‘the healthy American tradition, he was not 


| bred up to the art of a diplomat within the 


narrow circle of attachés and secretaries, 
remote from the life and thought of the 
people he was to represent, but entered upon 
this career in middle life, a truly repre- 
sentative American. A boyhood spent in 
the great west, four years of college, twelve 
years of the law, four years rising from 
rank to rank in the army in active warfare, 
afford opportunities to know one’s country- 
men. In the last thirty years Mr. Foster 
has served on missions to eight different 
foreign countries, he hag been secretary of 
state, he has acted as peacemaker between 
China and Japan. Under the circumstances 
his reticence is more marvelous than his 
knowledge. He might so easily have made 
a long and tedious book, and he has not even 
tried to do so. ; 

In his preface he tells us that “ the author 
has cheerfully undertaken the task from a 
conviction that a narrative of that inter- 
course (between America and the orient) 
would reflect great credit upon his country, 
and in the hope that it might stimulate the 
patriotism of its citizens and lead them to 
a more ready support of their government 
in the discharge of its difficult and enlarged | 
responsibilities.” This is a fair statement 
of the purpose that seems to run through 
the book, unobtrusive, but effectual. It is 
not a fair specimen of his style, which is 
concise, clear, and where occasion permits, 
picturesque. | 

The prelimirary chapter gives an account 
of the ancient freedom of intercourse be- 
tween China and the west, the early triumph 
of Christianity in Japan, and the causes 
which led both China and Japan, as late as 
the seventeenth century, to drive out the 
foreigners, kill the native Christians, and go 
into a seclusion that was to last 200 years. 
The chapter closes with an account of the 
vain attempts of European nations to break 
through this exclusiveness, and of the vexa- 
tions to which trade was subject.

It was the year after the recognition of the 
independence of the United States that the 
starry flag was first seen in Chinese waters. 
In a few years American commerce with 
China amounted to over $5,000,000 a year, 
and many an old family in Boston and New 
York and the lesser seaboard cities whose 
streets are grass grown and whose wharves 
are crumbling now, finds the origin of its 
wealth in the China trade. This commerce 
sprang from individual initiative, but from 
the first received such aid as the government 
of the United States could give it. On the

Francis Xavier to raise 
up successors to the 2,000,000 Christians wha 
perished or recanted in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, when Japan shut out the Christian 
world. 

Small wonder that the Japanese honor the 
memory of Commodore Perry. And while 
speaking. of naval officers who distinguished 
themselves as diplomats it would be unpar- 
donable not to add to tne names of Kearny, 
Perry, and Shufeldt the name of Admiral 
Dewey, to whose diplomacy, as much as to 
his guns, the United States owes the fruits of 
the Spanish war, according to a fair tnter- 
pretation of this statement of Mr. Foster: 
‘* During the time the admiral remained in 
Manila bey he added to his brilliant achieve- 
ment of arms by wise conduct in his relations 
with the commanders of foreign squadrons 
in sympathy with the defeated foe, thus 
showing himself worthy to be ranked with 
Perry and Shufeldt in diplomatic service in 
thé orient.”

A brief history of the foreign relations of 
Hawali and thé Samoan islands shows that 
American interests were long ago acknowl- 
edged to be dominant there.
